The Chaffey school district is on the verge. if not already 
in an economic depression. This startling statement was 
made last night by Daniel B. Milliken, Chaffey superintendent, 
at a meeting of the school board of trustees. Milliken made 
his charge during a debate on granting tenure for married 
teachers.

“This district is on the verge, , 
if not already in an economic Ue- 
pression,” said Milliken. “Tax 
delinquencies will mount next 
year and less money will be avail- 
able to schools.” 


Defends Stand 


The statement was made in de- 
fense of the board’s stand not to 
grant tenure to married women 
teachers. Board members have 
taken the stand that during de- 
pression times when it is neces- 
sary to discharge teachers, it is 
only fair to fire married women 
whose husbands are working. If 
married women teachers are| 
granted tenure they may be dis- 
charged only for cause. 

Under the state education code, | 
a teacher hired by the district for 
four consecutive terms acquires 
“tenure’--a vested right in the 
position, and may be discharged 
only for cause. | 

Chaffey’s policy of no tenure 
for married women dates from | 
depression days, Trustee Richar\ | 
Cc. Wolfe declared. It was felt}

UPLAND 
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Churchill Faces The Facts 


One does not have to agree with all of Winston Churchill's 
views.to recognize him as one of the truly great statesmen 
of thig.or any other era. But many persons find it difficult not 
to agree with him. 

In the speech at Boston the former prime minister of Britain 
discug$ed world problems with his usual candor—not optim- 
istically, yet not without hope. He sees the red danger as a 
very teal thing and stated bluntly that “Europe would have 
been ‘tommunized and London under bombardment some 
time ago but for the deterrent of the atomic bomb. . .” That's 
strong language, but most of us remember his strong warn- 
ings of a decade ago which men of appeasement chose to 
ignoré. We remember too, his utterances at Fulton, Missouri, 
in 1946 when he boldly called for cooperation among the 
Western nations to stem the spread off Communism. 

Chychill’s explanation of the conduct of Russian leaders 
is undoubtedly accurate—that their actions are based on the 
desireto preserve their own vast powers rather than to pri- 
marily: protect Russia, which is not in danger. 

He .gounded a courageous and constructive note when he 
said tat “if we persevere steadfastly together and allow no 
appeasement of tyranny and wrong-doing in any form. it 
may not be our civilization which will break—and peace 
may Yet be preserved.” 

Some of Churchill's critics picture him as an old man who 
hasn't“kept up with the changing world. Actually. however, 
on m@gt great issues he has not only kept up but kept ahead. | 
That people in general now show signs of catching up with 
him ig{a most hopeful indication for future peace and secur- 
ity.

BUFFALO GAP, Tex. — Girls- 
town, U.S.A., was still unfinished 
when applications for girls who 
needed help started pouring in. 

A home for a girl who needs a 
home, it opened its doors in this 
small west Texas town March 13, 
a cold gray day. Already it had 
offered refuge to several girls. 


“Girlstown, I believe, is the 
first of its kind in the nation,” 
said its founder, Miss Amelia 
Anthony. “All sorts of provi- 
sions have been made for boys— 
none before for girls.” 

Girlstown plans to take in girls 
from west Texas first and then 
from over the rest of Texas and 
the nation. 

At present, it can handle 50 or 
60 girls. 

“If more buildings are needed, 
we will get them,’ Miss Anthony 
said. 

The home is a huge reconverted 
army barracks set amid an old 
oak grove covering four acres in 
the heart of this small town. The 
walls of the 32 bedrooms are in 
pastel colors. “A picture window 
stretches across one wall of the 
rosy-hued living room. An added 
wing houses a dining room with 
shining white tablecloths on tables 
toa seat 50 persons. 

“This is a home, not an institu- 
tion,” Miss Anthony said. “The 
girls will be given the same super- 
vision they would get in any nor- 
mal home. We want them to grow 
up to be ladies. 

“Our primary purpose is to 
teach girls the basic principles of 
life and instill in them the funda- 
mentals of Christianity, so when 
they marry they will know how 
to maintain a home and thus de- 
crease delinquency.” 

Misg Anthony and her staff will 
“ass on all applicants for the 
home. Girls from infancy to the | 
age of 15 years will be eligible | 
for entrance. The home will work ; 
with juvenile judges, probation of- | 
ficers, welfare agencies and any- | 
one else interested in youths’ | 
prehiems. 

"Girls will be selected carefully | 
from homeg where problems have | 
arisen which would leave the girl 





homes where parents believe their 
daughters may need help in work; 
ing out their individual problems,” 
Miss Anthony explained. 

The girls will be required to 
attend public schools. Every ef- 
fort will be made to see that they 
get a college education or finish 
a business course before the home 
relinquishes its supervision. The 
only religious requirement is that 
the giris attend some church each 
Sunday. 

For recreation, there’s a tennis 
court, a swimming pool only two 
blocks away, picnic tables behind 
the home and two horses waiting. 

“IT chose a small town—Buffalo 
Gap has 300 population—because 
the girls can become a part of the 
community, can get more indivi- 
dual attention,’ Miss Anthony 
said. 

“The girls will have projects 
each week,” she continued. “In 
that way they will do something 
useful and make money also.” 

No public donations will be 
asked for the home. Individuals 
will be at liberty to make a gift 
of money anytime they wish. Miss 
Anthony says they can use hay 
for the horses or anything—even 
potholders. So far, she has backed 
the project herself. 

“All donations will be used for 
the operation of Girlstown,” sne 
said. “Operating expenses and ac- 
counts will be open to the public.”

CONGRESS MAY TAKE HAND AS UMPIRE 





IN BASEBALL’S CONTRACT DISPUTE 


WASHINGTON, UP) -- Con- 
gress may take the role of um- 
pire in professional baseball’s 
“reserve clause” controversy- 

Without ruling directly on that 
issue, it may get a chance soon 
to determine whether baseball 
and other organized sports are 
subject to interstate commerce 
restrictions and can be sued in 
federal courts. 

The Supreme court held some 
year ago that baseball is not 
interstate commerce.. 

But since then a federal dis- 
trict court said it could rule on 
a suit against baseball by Dan- 
nay Gardella, former New York 
Giant outfielder, because radio 
broadcasts and television now 
carry ball games across state 
lines. 

Gardella is seeking a court or- 
der to end his suspension from 
organized baseball for jumping 
into the Mexican league in 1946- 
He also has filed a $300,000 anti- 
trust suit against baseball.
